He was then sent to France to interoept a Hungarian diplomat ooming 
from LISBON and separate him from his documents and baggage • the 
order was changed by the Foreign .Office in BERLIN, and NEBEL was re- 
quired solely to shadow the diplomat to BERLIN* In November 1943, 

NEBEL was to be part of a project to kidnap Marshal PETAIN* Later h® 
was given a mission to blow up the Danish Student Union in COPENHAGEN. 

He was also Instructed to build up a resistance movement in PARIS, 
to uncover sabotage in French factor!®® working for oemany, to pre- 
j^pare factories for demolition, to set up depots of ammunition ex- 
plosives In the BELFORT area, and to blow up a pipeline crossing 
France#

It isprobable that the Brandenburg Division itself, which 
formerly provided many agents of this type, will change to a purely 
military character, and that its special and sabotage activities 
have been taken over entirely by 8K0RZENY.

He v/aa 
born In Vienna about 1906. Be was a member of the yiftwgiffe and 
from there transferred to the Waffen SS EKLvioion Baa Reioh. He 
left this division in 1941 to take over the direotion of the southern 
European section of Amt £i of the RSHA# Re then went to Italy, 
^liberated* Mussolini, was decorated with the Hitter Kreu 2 and 
promoted to his present rank of sturmbannfuehrer (Kajor). 

IS. Hugo JA EAYE, SD agent captured by the 7th American 
t : - L Armored Division along with I3E3IREWP, describes SKORZENY as follows*

14. From vhat we know of SKORZENY, it is reasonable to 
conclude that, whatever plans are being made at present by Gorman 
Intelligence for the period following the defeat of Germany, 3KORZENY 
is playing a major role in their formation and will take an equal 
share in carrying them out.
